, NATIONAL DEBT 
- Discussing -w h a t President 
Johnson in . November said was 
a $35 billion national debt. Long 
said the greater portion of that 
debt is f money which the fed- 
eral government owes itself, r 
“For exknple, about $25 bil- 
lion of that national debt is 
bonds that are owned by the 
Federal Reserve, and the Fed- 
eral Reserve Is owned by the 
^federal government,’’ he said. ’ 
yLOng,’, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Financ^ Committee, said 
the national debt should be con- 
sidered in terms of National In- 
come Accounts: by seeing how 
much money the federal gov- 
ernment ’stakes in and how 
much it -spends, “then to look 
upon the difference as being a 
surplus Or deficit. 

■ “Now, on that basis, the de^ 
ficit j' right now would be 
projected to be. about $19 bil-' 
Uon for this year that we’re in. 
That will probably be reduced 
to a considerable extent by the| 
President withholding funds . . . 
there’s been some indication 
that he expects to save about 
$4 billion by not spending a lot 
of money which could be spent 
on some of the programs that 
are: in effect.’’: - 
Long maintained that the de- 
ficit and some inflation was due 
to the Vietnam war. “We’ve 
always had a substantial defi- 
cit while the war was on our 
hands,” he said, -adding that 
“this is to be expected.”
